This index is divided by subject into 15 sections, some of which are further divided into subsections. Each article is listed once, in the 
section or subsection deemed most appropriate. Within each section or subsection, articles are listed alphabetically by (senior) 
author's name. (In just a few places, cross-references have been added to direct the reader to an author listed in another section of 
the index.) To use the index, the reader must become familiar with the various headings and subheadings, in order to pick out the 
sections under which it seems most sensible to look for articles dealing with a particular topic of interest. It is then a simple matter to 
read through the titles of the articles there listed—and where titles are insufficiently descriptive, brief clarifications will be found in 
brackets. As far as possible, our “department” articles have also been listed in this manner. Some, however, such as “Learning 
Set-Ups” and “Innovative Products,” have not been classified in detail because it was felt that this would take up a disproportionate 
amount of space.
